Albertans could see a 
new premier much sooner 
than originally anticipated 
after Conservative dele¬ 
gates handed Ralph Klein a 
stunning political setback 
over tire weekend. 

During the party’s annual 
convention in Calgary, del¬ 
egates gave Klein only 55 
per cent approval during a 
leadership review vote, far 
below the level the premier 
had expected.

Unlike the popes and the pharaohs, 
Canadian premiers and prime ministers do 
not hold office for life and die of old age 
while still in power. 

The elderly exception was Sir John A. 
Macdonald, whose fatal illness began in 
his 76th year at the close of his final elec¬ 
tion campaign in 1891 and ended before a 
new Parliament could be called. 

It is true that Alberta Premier William 
Aberhart was 65 when he succumbed, in 
1943, to a liver disease ignited by stress 
and overwork, but until the very last

Family Violence Ls a very complex Issue 
that includes many forms of abuse, mis¬ 
treatment and neglect that a person may 
experience in their family relationships. 
Forms of abuse can be physical, psycho¬ 
logical, sexual, emotional, financial, or spir¬ 
itual. Many factors can contribute to a i>er- 
son becoming abusive towards another 
family member, but inequalities and power 
imbalances are major contributing factors. 

Preventing Family Violence takes an 
ongoing commitment and combined effort 
front community members, healt h services 
and all levels of government. Our commu¬ 
nity needs to offer services and support for 
victims. Help for Itoth the victim and the 
abuser are needed. Shelters are essential. 

To give you an idea about how big of ;ut 
issue this Ls within Allterta, according to 
the Alberta Council of Women's Shelters, in 


weeks of his life he was vigorous not eld¬ 
erly and his terminal condition was one of 
medicine’s silent killers. 

As a rule, however, our leaders can 
choose the time of their going, or be fired. 

The first option allows them to depart 
with a measure of dignity and honour. 

The second is almost invariably accom¬ 
panied by some degree of ignominy. 

Ralph Klein made the second choice, 
perhaps deluded by the notion that his 
quarter-century political career could go 
on forever. 


2004-2005 Alberta Women’s shelters 
accommodated 5,998 women and 5,488 
children. However 5,150 women and 3,710 
children were turned away because the 
shelters were full. 

Think of all those people within our com¬ 
munity who don’t have the feeling of 
acceptance and safety when they go home 
at the end of the day. 

What can we do to help someone who is 
being abused? We can offer support by lis¬ 
tening, locating resource's and encouraging 
them to develop a plan to get out of the 
abusive situation. We can lobby the govern¬ 
ment for more funding for shelters and 
safe havens. We can emjMiwer our law¬ 
makers to come down hard on the abusers. 
We can develop support for the families to 
become healthy again. And as a communi¬ 
ty, we can encourage and support social 
development prognuus developed by our 
Crime Prevention Program.

Like an aging quarterback whose pass¬ 
ing arm is gone, whose timing is shot and 
whose knees are blown out, but who 
refuses to leave the field, Klein has strug¬ 
gled for two or three years to hold on to 
office without the vision, energy and 
charisma of his best years. 

He campaigned poorly in the autumn of 
2004; lacklustre, cranky, lashing out at the 
media and besieged by protesters and 
demonstrators for various causes. 

He, his aides and advisors missed the 
message that might have allowed him a 
graceful exit. The Conservative govern¬ 
ment was re-elected with a minority of the 
popular vote - 46.8 per cent as compared 
to the 62.25 per cent ei\joyed by Peter 
Lougheed in his last campaign victory of 
1982. 

The majority of Albertans in the voting 
booth rejected Ralph Klein in 2004, a fact 
that was papered over by the peculiarities 
of an electoral system which gave his 
party a solid minority of seats in the legis¬ 
lature, in spite of the defeat. 

Klein did nothing in the 16 months since 
with the dramatic fire in the belly that was 
his trademark as mayor of Calgary, envi¬ 
ronment minister and, once, as premier. 

The failure of performance was papered 
over, this time, by a gargantuan budget 
surplus, although not a single significant 
crisis or problem was addressed, much 
less resolved, by his spending of it, or by 
anything he, cabinet and caucus have 
done in some months. 

Like Julius Caesar, Klein was brought 
down in spite of his achievements, in his 
own political house by people he thought 
he could trust. There are other two strik¬ 
ing parallels between Klein’s stunning 
leadership review and Caesar’s assassina¬ 
tion. 

First, as Caesar’s biographer Gaius 
Suetonius writes, the Roman leader was 
surrounded for months by plotting fac¬ 
tions, each coveting his power. When he 


was scheduled to speak to the Roman 
Senate, “the plots which had previously 
been formed separately, often by groups 
of two or three, were united in a general 
conspiracy”. 

Second, “As he (Caesar) took his seat in 
the Senate, the conspirators gathered 
about him as if to pay their respects.” 
Instead, they seized him and knifed him 
down. As he died, Caesar is said to have 
cried, perhaps in puzzlement, “What vio¬ 
lence is this”? 

On Saturday morning, when Ralph Klein 
faced the media following a vote of confi¬ 
dence that he won with just 30 of 1,180 
ballots, he reminded me of the punch- 
drunk boxer in the Simon and Garfunkel 
song: 

“In the clearing stands a boxer and a 
fighter by his trade 

And he carries a reminder of every glove 
that laid him down 

Or cut him till he cried out in his anger 
and his shame, 

T am leaving, I am leaving’ 

But the fighter still remains.” 

Psychiatrist Dr. Elisabeth Kiibler-Ross 
said there are five stages of grief: denial 
and isolation, anger, bargaining, depres¬ 
sion and acceptance. 

The Ralph Klein on limited public dis¬ 
play in the hours after the negative review 
of his leadership exhibited the first three 
stages of grief over the oncoming death of 
his political career. 

One can imagine that the rest of his 
weekend was a black one: the depression 
stage. 

One would expect him to be buffeted 
back and forth between the first four 
stages for a while yet. 

What he needs, and we need is for him 
to get to stage five: acceptance.

Alarms sound over EMS 
transfer changes

Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Services may have to 
turn to taxpayers to foot the bill on 
lost revenue generated by inter-facili¬ 
ty transfers. 

A recent report conducted by 
Toronto-based IB1 Group for the 
David Thompson Health Region rec¬ 
ommends sweeping changes in order 
to control rising costs of the service 
provided by 16 ambulance operators 
within the region. 

The DTHR is the third largest 
health region in the province and 
spent $6.4 million on 10,363 inter¬ 
facility transfers last year - a 17 and 
32 per cent increase respectively 
over 2004 numbers. 

Ninety-eight per cent of transfers 
done in 2005 were done by ground 
ambulances in the DTHR with 
MVRES accounting for 725 of those. 

One recommendation is that the 
DTHR contract out to a private non¬ 
ambulance transportation system 
possibly comprised of modified vans 
to ship patient between facilities pri¬ 
marily along the QEII corridor where 
75 per cent of all transfers occur. 

The idea is modeled after a similar 
service in Ontario. 


While this could alleviate pressures 
from ambulance providers, freeing 
them up for other emergency calls, it 
could drastically impact the bottom 
line like that of MVRES, where 
patient transfers accounted for 44 
per cent of its budget. 

“It’s a possibility," said Nick Thain, 
MVRES executive director. 

“The big thing for the (MVRES) 
commission is that the advanced life 
support ( AIjS) resource is not leaving 
the community," Thain said. 

Without provincial funding, he said 
the other option would be to increase 
the per capita rates which sit at 
$23.79 - one of the lowest in the 
province - if the changes were to go 
through. 

In addition, the review recom¬ 
mends developing a formula to deter¬ 
mine what type of transport is need¬ 
ed and creating a centralized dis¬ 
patch centre to coordinate available 
t ransportat ion resources. 

Lance Holly, chief executive officer 
and president of Guardian 
Ambulance Services which transfers 
the most patients in the region, said 
he understands the need for the 
DTHR to control costs, but said he 
said he has a problem with what he 
calls “horizontal taxis” to transport 
people. 


One issue that is important to 
both the DTHR and ambulance 
operators in the region is current 
negotiations on a new agreement 
for inter facility patient transfers. 

Tin* contract expired on Dec. 31 
and the a second three-month 
extension was just given by the 
DTHR to EMS operators. 

Judd said the DTHR is trying to 
find “a different language we can 
use to accomplish the flexibility 
required by an operator to take on 
the business of ambulance trans¬ 
fers." 

“We’re looking for some sense 
from the operators of whether they 
could do it or not because if you 
can’t then we have to find some 
other way of doing it.” 

A number of issues, including wait 
time rates still need to be resolved. 

Thain said the entire problem 
could be solved if the government 
funded ambulances in the province 
at a “preparedness level.” 

The Alberta government doesn’t 
historically fund ambulance servic¬ 
es in the province although it has 
for the last two years and will in 
2006. 

A overall review on ambulance 
service in the province is expected 
some time later this year.

Focus on the Family 

Children gain maturity when freedom 
comes step by step 



DR. DOBSON 

F'ocus on the family 


Question: 

It's obvious that our teenage son is rapidly becoming an 
adult. What guidelines can you offer to help us transfer 
power at the right time - neither early nor late? 


DR. DOBSON: 

There are some approaches that 
have been successful in lessening 
this conflict. The Amish people have 
developed a unique tradition that 
has succeeded for them. Strict disci¬ 
pline and harsh standards of behav¬ 
ior are imposed from infancy. When 
children turn 16 years of age, howev¬ 
er, they enter a period called 
"Rumspringa." Suddenly, all restric¬ 
tions are lifted. They are free to 
drink, smoke, date, marry, or behave 
in ways that horrify their parents. 

Some Amish children do just that. 
But most don't. They are even grant¬ 
ed the right to leave the community 
if they choose. But if they stay, it 
must be in accordance with the 
social order. The nuyority accept the 
heritage of their families, not 
because they must, but because they 
choose to. 

Although 1 admire the Amish and 
many of their approaches to child- 
rearing, I believe the Rumspringa 
concept is implemented too quickly 
for children raised in a more open 
society. It works in the controlled 
environment of Amish country, but it 
would be disastrous for most of the 
rest of us. I've seen families grant 
"instant adulthood" to their adoles¬ 


cents, to their regret. 

If it doesn't work to transfer power 
suddenly to young people, how can 
they be established as full-fledged 
adults without creating a civil war in 
the process? I have recommended 
that parents begin granting tiny ele¬ 
ments of independence Literally in 
toddlerhood. When a child can tie 
his shoes, he should be permitted - 
yes, required - to do it. When she 
can choose her clothes, she should 
make her own selections within rea¬ 
son. When he can walk safely to 
school, he should be allowed to do 
so. 

Each year, more responsibility and 
freedom (they are companions) 
must be given to the child so that the 
final release in early adulthood is 
merely a small, final release of 
authority. This is the theory, at least. 
Pulling it off is sometimes quite 
another matter. 

In the final analysis, your own son 
or daughter will let you know when 
the time is right for independence. 
You must judge his or her maturity, 
wisdom and emotional readiness for 
full-fledged adulthood. Then you 
grant it - and pray diligently for the 
next 30 years.

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Shantz residence becomes 
the ‘Olde General’ and the ‘Peters’ 

are coming home

Dolores and Dale Peters are pleased 
to announce the purchase and planned 
restoration of a Historic Landmark in 
Didsbury. 

Once known simply as a portion of the 
South West Quarter of Section 18, 
Township 31, Range 1 West of the 5th 
Meridian, in 1902 construction began on 
this two-story Sandstone residence. A 
few years later this residence became 
known as the house across from the 
Church on Church Street, and then in 
1914 as the result of a generous dona¬ 
tion by the original owner, this house 
became the first hospital in Didsbury. 
This home served the townsfolk of 
Didsbury as a running hospital for the 
next thirty years. In 1945 the house was 
sold to a private individual and became 
what we know today as simply the old 
sandstone house at 1719, 15th Avenue. 

This house has a history, oh boy it 
sure does. After the house became a pri¬ 
vate residence again in 1945. We don’t 
know too much about the families that 
have lived in the house from 1945 till the 
early 1990s but we do know about the 
original family and his family of true 
pioneers, the hospital days, and the last 
15 or so years. As time goes by we 
expect to learn more and more about 
this fine historic landmark.
